Minutes of meeting 80-3 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of meeting No. 
80-3. 


Report on UCCC recommendations (new programmes/options 


Prof. Giguere reported that UCCC had recommended to Senate the approval 

of new and revised programmes and options as passed by Council at its 

last meeting with the exception of the combined degree programme in 
Building Engineering. It was the opinion of UCCC that no combined degree 
programme in the same discipline should be approved until Senate had estab- 
lished guidelines governing this type of programme. The Faculty will 
contest this recommendation at Senate. 


Undergraduate curriculum changes 


Prof. Giguere presented EUSC's recommendations (Doc. 80-4-1). The following 
corrections were noted: 


Item 1.1.1 BLDG C492 should read BLDG C493 

Item 1.2.1 Remove note 

Item 1.2.2 Title for CIVI C455 should read Intr. to Structural Dynamics 
Item 1.5 Title for EMAT C391 should read Num. Methods in Engineering 
Item 2 Add BLDG C341 - Bldg. Engr. Systems - change in prerequisite. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve item 1.1 of Doc. 80-4-1. 
Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve item 1.2 of Doc. 80-4-1. 
Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve item 1.3 of Doc. 80-4-1. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve item 1.5 of Doc. 80-4-1.

It was noted under item 2 that it was expected that faculty members would 
participate in tutorial sessions for ENGR C212 and EMAT C391. It was 
agreed to change the wording of the course description for ENGR C212 by 
replacing "structural and concrete drawings" by "drawings of steel and 
concrete structures". It was also agreed to modify the EMAT C212 pre- 
requisite for ENGR C245 to "previously or concurrently". 


Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to delete the tutorial for CIVI C455 

80-4-27 it being Faculty policy not to have tutorials for senior electives. 

Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to replace the tutorial for ENGR C472 

80-4-28 by three hours of laboratory work on alternate weeks and to modify the 
credit value of the course accordingly. 

Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve Doc. 80-4-1 as amended.

10. Structure of Ph.D. programme 


Prof. Giguere presented EGSC's recommendation (Doc. 80-4-3). It was 
agreed to consider the document one item at a time. 


Motion Council adopted a motion to reword the first three lines of item 2 as 

80-4-30 "The supervisor is an individual holding a faculty position at the 
assistant, associate or full professor level, who has been approved by 
his department chairman and ratified by EGSC to guide a particular 


doctoral student, ....". (1 opposed). 
Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to replace the word "graduate" in 


80-4-31 line 6 of item 3 by the word "doctoral". 


There was considerable debate concerning the necessity of a written 
examination on fundamentals. It was argued that a written examination 
placed an unnecessary burden on staff and doctoral candidates, that 
questions would tend to become repetitious, and that it was possible to 
assess a student adequately by an oral examination alone with the 
possibility of a subsequent written examination if the student did poorly. 
It was counter-argued that a written examination would give the oppor- 
tunity to test the full range of fundamentals related to the field of 
research, that it would allow both the examiners and the student to con- 
centrate in the oral on the weaknesses discovered in the written exami- 
nation and that the use of both written and oral examinations would be 
fairer to the student. 


Motion Council adopted a motion to reword item 5.3.1 as "written and oral 

80-4-32 examinations...". (8 in favour; 6 opposed). 

Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to reword item 5.3 to give the 
80-4-33 examination committee the option of having a single oral examination which 


would cover both a review of the fundamentals related to the field of 
research as well as those topics directly related to the field of 
research. 
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It was agreed that the six month period specified under item 5.4.1 would 
be modified by the Assistant Dean, perhaps up to 12 months. 


It was agreed to delete item 5.6. b). Items c), d) and e) now become items 
b), c) and d). It was agreed to remove the words "Chairman of" from 
item b). 


Council adopted a motion to reword the first sentence of item 6.1.2 as 
“Once the Chairman is satisfied with the composition of the committee 
and with the proposed date of examination, he will forward the proposals 
to the Assistant Dean who, after review, will transmit it to the member- 
ship of EGSC for approval. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve Doc. 80-4-3 subject to the 
changes approved above.
